W a s h ing t o n C it y , N ov. 2 9. —'The a nnua l 
report of Genera l Superintendent Kimba ll, 
of tho life-sa ving service, shows tha t the es­ 
ta blishment embra ced a t tho close of the la st 
fi-ica l yea r, 218 sta tions, a s follows: 106 on 
tho Atla ntic, 4i on the la kes, 7 on the Pa cific 
a nd 1 a t tho fa lls of the Ohio, Louisville, 
Ky. 
The number of disa sters reported with­ 
in tho field of sta tion opera tions during the 
yea r wa s 3132. 
On boa rd these vessels were 
0,327 persons, of whom <5,272 were sa ved a nd 
f,5 lost. 
The tota l va luo of vessels a nd ca r­ 
goes wa s £ ? ,07.5,700, of which $5 ,778 ,8 20 wa s 
sa ved. 
Besides this a la rgo a mount of prop­ 
erty wa s sa ved by giving a ssista nce to ves­ 
sels 
which 
would 
doubtless ha ve been 
wrecked but for tho life-sa vors. 
On one oc­ 
ca sion a crew wont 110 miles a nd sa ved 24 
lives, a nd on severa l occiisions crows went 
from ten to twenty miles to tho relief of ves­ 
sels. 
Sinca tho introduction of tho present sys­ 
tem in 18 71, to the close of la st fisca l yea r, 
tho sta tistics of tho service a re a s follows:

H isto ry o f tho F ing er Ring . 
Of nil tho ornaments with which van­ 
ity, superstition and affection have decor­ 
ated the human form, few have more 
curious bits of history than the fing er 
ring . 
From the earliest times the ring 
has been a favorite ornament, and the 
reasons for this g eneral preference shown 
for it over other articles o f jewelry are 
numerous and cog ent. Ornaments whose 
place is on some ¡» ortion o f the apparel, 
or in the hair, must be laid aside with 
the clothing or head dress; are thus eas­ 
ily lost and often not at once missed. 
Pins, brooches, buckles, clasps, buttons, 
all sooner or later become defective in 
some part, and are liable to escape from 
an owner unconscious o f the defect in 
the mechanism. 
The links o f a necklace 
in time become Yvorn, and the article is 
taken off to bo mended; the spring or 
other fastening o f a bracelet is easily 
broken, and the bracelet vanishes. 
W ith 
reg ard to ornaments fastened to parts of 
the savag e body, mutilation is necessary, 
the ear must 1x3 bored, the nose l>o 
pierced, tho checks or lips be slit, and, 
even after these surg ical operations are 
completed, the artic les used for adorn­ 
ment are g enerally inconvenient, and 
sometimes, by their weig ht or construc­ 
tion, are extremely painful. 
In striking contrast with decorations 
worn on the clothing , in the hair, round 
the neck and arms, or pendant from the 
ears, lips and nose, is the fing er ring , tho 
model of convenience. 
J t is seldom lost, 
for it need neft be taken off; requires no i 
preparatory mutilation of the body, is 1 
not painful, is always in view, a perpet­ 
ual reminder, either of the g iver, or o f 
the purjxire for which it is worn. 
The 
popularity of the ring must, therefore, 1x3 
in larg e measure due to its convenience, 
and that this g ood quality was early 
learned may bo inferred from the Hebrew 
tradition, which attributes the invention 
o f this ornament to Tubal-Cain, the “ in­ 
structor o f every artifice in brass and 
iro n.” — I). R. McAnalJ y in Popular Sci­ 
ence Montni>.

E x tin c t V o lca n o In C o n n e c tic u t. 
The recent discovery of tho remains of 
a volcano near Mount Lamentation, the 
highest peak in the chain of Meriden 
hills, has excited the keenest interest ill 
scientific circles. 
It haa furnished a new 
key to the geological history of the ( ’on- 
necticut valley. The discovery was made 
by Professor W . N. Davis, of Harvard 
university. 
lie has been engaged in 
making mi exhaustive study of the trap 
rock of this state, and he made his happy 
discovery of volcanic ruins while search­ 
ing for an entirely different cbiss of geo­ 
logical phenomena. 
Mount Lamentation has been visile» 
by large numbers of people during tho 
past few weeks. 
The various scientific 
associations of the state, and severn 
geologists of national repute, have care 
fully examined the interesting curiosity. 
No volcanic cone or crater is still visibl 
hut the phenomena of the place clearly 
indicate that in the triassic age violent 
explosive eruptions of a regular volcanic 
tvi>e were frequent. Geologists have long 
known that the trap rock of the Connect­ 
icut valley came up in a molten condition 
and afterward solidified. 
This liquid 
mass sometimes solidified in fissures in 
the earth and sometimes overflowed tho 
surface like lava streams, and was sulwe- 
quently covered up by* a strata of sand­ 
stone. 
Professor Davis has discovered what is 
technically known as an ash bed. 
It is a 
deposit formed when molten lava is 
thrown, high into the air by violent ex­ 
plosions, and comes down in a confused 
mass, coarse and fine. 
In the triassic 
period when these eruptions occurred 
there must have lieen regular cones and 
craters of the usual type, but these have 
all been effaced. 
It is very probable that 
other ash beds may exist in the range of 
Meriden lulls. 
The geological history of 
this region has always afforded a rich 
field for scientific research, and the re­ 
cent volcanic discovery has 
given a 
greater scientific boom to it.— Middletown 
(Conn.) Letter.

TABLE. 


M ock m’ Hntclierlng L ulvn S till Carried Out 
Fa ith fu lly—The Modus Operand!. 
Tlu* Hebrew butcher, or shochat, takes 
the chicken, duck or goose, and places it 
beneath his knees, pinioning its wings in 
this w ay; then he bends the head hack 
until the windpipe shows. 
Next, with 
one quick stroke, ho half severs the neck, 
lie dare not cut the head off completely, 
for then the meat would be trefe. 
The 
bird is hung up by the legs, and all the 
blood let run out of it. Here the shochat’s 
duty ends. 
The purchaser carries the 
fowl home and opens it. 
If he finds in 
it a pin, a nail, a piece of wood, or any­ 
thing which might in time have caused 
tho death of the fowl, it is trefe, unfit to 
cat, declared to have been sick. 
Sim ­ 
ilarly*, if there is «any sore on the lungs, 
the fowl is trefe, and must he thrown 
away. 
When there is any* doubt, it 
must tie carried to the rabbi, who some­ 
times may decide that it is kosher, but in 
any case his decision is final. 
In killing a beef, calf, sheep, lamb, 
goat or kid a little more ceremony is ob­ 
served. 
W hen the killing is at a dis­ 
tance two shocliatim go together. 
Just 
as one draws his knife and prepares to 
kill, the other seizes his arm and asks 
him is the knife right. 
If ho answers 
“ Yes.” the work proceeds. 
Tho animal 
is laid on its side. 
The shochat, with a 
smaller knife, sharp as a razor, shaves 
the hair from tho throat. 
Then with his 
regular knife he cuts the throat, not with 
one sharp sweep as is done with the fowl, 
but he may saw back and forth five or 
six times without stopping. 
If ho makes 
a pause Ix tween two of the movements 
the meat becomes trefe. 
He must sever 
every LIlhhI vessel—“ pipes, ’ the ordi­ 
nary Hebrew calls them. 
Then the ani­ 
mal's 1>Kkk1 is lot trickle out and it is 
hung up. 
The shochat remains, and an­ 
other man, under his direction, cuts it 
open and examines the intestines, lungs 
and liver. 
If there is the slightest blem­ 
ish m them the shochat marks the meat 
trefe by cutting three or four crosses on 
it with his knife.

The common bricks of almost any dis­ 
trict may* be sorted .so «a t to produce con­ 
trast in tint or “ tone,” red and yellow 
or 
“ cream color.” 
This tint of the 
bricks may be preserved and heightened 
by using mortar <>f the same tone or tint. 
Furnace ashes end lime w ill p r o d u c e a 
dark mortar, pounded red brick or red 
tile mixed with lime w ill give a red tone 
to martar, and cheap mineral colors may 
be added to mortar for pointing. 
The color of mortar is sadly* neglected, 
as generally the same white lime and 
sands are used for «all tones of color in 
bricks, and not infrequently white putty 
mortar is used for pointing the reddest ai 
well as the lightest colored brick:*, the 
light colored work having harmony of 
breadth End keeping, the red i>ortion 
being frittered and broken up by the 
contrast betwixt bricks and beds and 
joints.— Builder and Wood W orker.
